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ST. JOHN'S FREE CHURCH, Philadelphia, Pennsylvania 


St. John's Church is a stone structure which will seat 
300 persons and while it has recently been refurbished, 
there is a need for additional repairs which would cost ap- 
proximately $3,500.00. 


Separated from the church is a brick parish hall with 
two floors and a basement. The upper floor has an auditor- 
ium, the ground floor contains two offices, a chapel, and a 
kitchen and dining area, and the basement has a recreation 
room in addition to a storage and heating area. This build- 
ing requires considerable renovation. 


The rectory is separated from the church, and is a 
brick structure, containing nine rooms and a full basement. 
This building needs some repairs which were estimated to 
cost about $300.00. 


THE CHURCH NEIGHBORHOOD 


St. John's Church is located in a section of the city 
which is occupied by industrial uses and single-home dwell- 
ings. These single-home dwellings are of the type known as 
row houses. It appears that the neighborhood is not chang- 
ing to any great degree at the present time. 


Philadelphia is divided into tracts for the purposes of 
the United States Census Bureau. St. John's Church is located 
in Census Tract 25-A. This tract, together with the surround- 
ing four tracts, have been arbitrarily assigned as the parish 
area. The following table gives information concerning the to- 
tal population of this area, the number of Episcopalians found 
in the area, and the total parish membership of St. John's 
Church in this area:

The percentage of the Episcopal population in Philadel- 
phia is 2.0%. In the diocese as a whole this percentage is 
3.2%. The national average is approximately 1.8%. Since 
St. John's Church can locate more than 75% of its parish mem- 
bersnip in the arbitrarily assigned parish area, this should 
be considered a neighborhood church. What is unusual, however, 
is that St. John's Church has a relatively low proportion of 
all of the Episcopalians in the area surrounding the church. 

It should be noted that there are other Episcopal churches in 
Census Tracts 31-A and 33-I.

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In the City of Philadelphia, the population declined by 
3.3% in the ten-year census period. The percentage of the 
population 14 years of age and under was 26.5% in 1960, and 
the proportion 65 years of age and older was 10.4%. The 
median age for men in the City of Philadelphia was 32.1 years 
and the median age for women was 34.6 years. While it ap- 
pears that the median age level for the arbitrarily assigned 
parish area is slightly higher than that for Philadelphia as 
a whole, the differences are not particularly significant.

In the City of Philadelphia, 20% of the adult popula- 
tion are high school graduates, 5.1% have had from one to 
three years of college, and 5.1% are college graduates. 

The median education in Philadelphia is 9.6 years. In the 
arbitrarily assigned parish area, the level of education is 
considerably below that for the city as a whole.

In the City of Philadelphia, the non-white population 
made up 26.7% of the total population in 1960 and had grown 
by 41.2% in the decade 1950-1960. No tract in the arbi- 
trarily assigned parish area had any where near comparable 
statistics.

In the City of Philadelphia, the percentage of persons 
five years of age and older maintaining the same residence 
for a five year period was 60%. While the population is de- 
clining in the area, the residents who remain tend to be 
persons who have lived in the area for quite a while. There 
is no indication that the population is turning over to any 
great degree. 


There are three public grade schools in the parish neigh- 
borhood, a public vocational school, a junior high school, and 
a girls high school. There are two Roman Catholic grade schools 
in the area. 


The Church Self-Study Form lists other churches in the 
neighborhood as follows: a Lutheran Church, a Presbyterian 
Church, two Methodists churches, a Baptist Church, a Salvation 
Army Hall, a Synagogue, and two Roman Catholic churches. 


THE CHURCH PROGRAM 

On an average Sunday morning, 100 persons, or approxi- 
mately 40% of the baptized membership, are in church. This 
compares to a national average of approximately 50%. Ser- 
vices on a Sunday morning consist of an 8:00 a.m. Eucha- 
rist, followed by a Eucharist or Morning Prayer at 9:15 a.m. 
and Eucharist or Morning Prayer at 11:00 a.m. Celebration 
of the Eucharist takes place on Wednesdays and Thursdays in 
the morning, and on Prayer Book Holy Days as announced. It 
is stated in the Church Self-Study Form that the addition 
of a 9:15 a.m. Family Service and Sunday School has not had 
good results. 


The church school has a total registration of 50 students 
and five teachers. Attendance during the past year ranged 
from a low of 20 to a high of 40. The church school is closely 
graded from kindergarten through the seventh grade. There may 
be some misinterpretation of the instructions in the Church 
Self-Study Form, since there appear to be eight classes, and 
only five teachers. It is mentioned in the Church Se!f-Stucy 
Form that there is a need for higher grades in the church 
school, and more teachers. 


The Church Self-Study Form sets forth that 149 persons, or 
71% of the communicant strength participate in one or more of 
the organizations of the church. This is a very high percent- 
age of participation, and probably indicates that several peo- 
ple in the parish belong to more than one organization. Five 
reports of individual organizations are given in the Church 
Self-Study Form, and they include a Ladies Guild, the Men's 
Club, the Senior Choir, the Young People's Fellowship, and a 
Junior Girls!Friendly Society. The reports for all of these 
organizations are exceedingly brief, but this probably re- 
flects the transition that is taking place under the new rec- 
tor. 


While the parish has been served by a total of seven 
clergymen since 1930, it is interesting to note that in the 
ten-year period from 1954 to 1964, the average length of 
stay of a priest was two years. 


The annual income of this parish amounts to approximate- 
ly $11,800.00. Of this amount, $6,000.00, or almost 51% of 
the income,is received from the pledges of the members for 
current expenses. The average pledged receipts per communi- 
cant amount to $28.55 per communicant compared to $46.61 per 
communicant in the Diocese of Pennsylvania. The national 
average is $55.72 per communicant. Were it possible to raise 
the regular giving of the parish to a level between the dio- 
cesan average and the national average, about $50.00 per com- 
municant, the income from pledges alone would be about 
$10,500.00. The Church Self-Study Form declares that there 
is no Every Member Canvass conducted each year and the par- 
ish has no current program of stewardship education. The 
church does meet its Missionary Quota to the diocese for mis- 
sionary purposes, and has no debt. 


The parish has no present program for lay ‘calling or 
evangelism, and since the clergyman was new at the time of 
the report, he had had no opportunity to estimate the num- 
ber of calls he might make per week. The report on commu- 
nications and community outreach is quite sparse in the 
Church Self-Study Form, and it is presumed that the new rec- 


tor has not had enough time to organize these facets of the 
parish program as yet. 


In reviewing the church's needs for the future, the com- 
mittee which developed the Church Self-Study Form revealed 
there was a need for more Sunday School teachers and a pro- 
gram of expansion that would include the inactive and the un- 
churched. On the basis of this Study, it is felt that there 
is a need for a Stewardship and Religious Education Program 
in the parish.

The statistical analysis of parishes in the Kensington 
area indicates that membership has declined precipitately 
over the years, but it appears that St. John's Church is be- 
ginning to reverse this decline in every area except the 
church school. 


Between 1961 and 1963, inclusive, St. John's Church had 
20 baptisms and 31 confirmations. The average ratio of bap- 
tisms to the communicant strength was 3.3% and the average 
ratio of confirmations to the communicant strength was 5.1%. 
In the Kensington area, these ratios were 4.4% and 4.5% re- 
Spectively, and in the City of Philadelphia, the ratios were 
3.5% and 3.4%, respectively. The Diocese of Pennsylvania had 
a ratio of 3.9% for baptisms to the communicant strength and 
4.1% for confirmations to the communicant strength. It is 
usually considered necessary to have ratios of 5% in both 
categories in order to maintain a level of the church's mem- 
bership, and that percentages of above 5% are generally in- 
dicators of future church growth. It should be noted that 
while there were 3l confirmations in the parish between 1961 
and 1963, there was only a net increase of two communicants 
in this period. 


Between 1961 and 1963, the church had total reported ex- 
penditures amounting to $35,156.00, of which $1,086.00 or 
3.1% went for purposes outside of the parish. Episcopal 
churches in the Kensington area had a comparable ratio of 10%, 
and in the City of Philadelphia the ratio of total reported 
expenditures to extra-parochial expenditures was 11.3%. In 


Pennsylvania, this ratio was 14.2%. 


Expenditures per communicant averaged $57.63 per year for 
the years 1961 through 1963 in St. John's Church, and of this 
amount, $1.78 went for purposes outside of the parish.  Com- 
parable figures for Episcopal churches in the Kensington area 
were $56.22 and $5.65,respectively, while in the City of Phil- 
adelphia these figures were $88.66 and $10.02,respectively. 

In the Diocese of Pennsylvania the expenditures per communi- 
cant averaged $73.71 for this three-year period, of which 
$10.45 went for purposes outside of the parish. The mission- 
ary expenditures of St. John's Church are considerably below 
the average for the area, the city, and the diocese.

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DATA ON THE CONGREGATION 


A total of 172 persons is reported on the age/sex chart 
of the Episcopal Census submitted by the congregation of 
St. John's Free Church. Of this number, 45.2% are men and 
54.8% are women. Of the total reporting, 23.4% are 14 years 
of age and under and 12.8% are 65 years of age and older. 
The approximate median age for men in the congregation is 
36.1 years, and the approximate median age for women is 
43.4 years. These medians tend to be somewhat higher than 
the median age level found in the community in general. 


Of the total reporting, the largest age group in the 
congregation is made up of adults in their 50's, and the 
Second largest age group is made up of children between 10 
and 19.9 years of age. The following table gives the per- 
centage distribution of the congregation by ten-year age 
groupings:

155 persons report on their occupations. Of this number, 
41.9% are gainfully employed, and the largest category among 
the gainfully employed is that of clerical workers which make 
up 11% of the total. The next largest category is that of 
semi-skilled workers at 7.7% and this is followed by profes- 
 Sional people at 6.5%. Among the non-gainfully employed, the 
largest category is that of housewives at 26.5%, with the 
next largest category being students at 21.3%. The retired 
reporting make up 5.8% of the total. 


Aem 


A total of 132 persons report on their length of member- 
ship in this congregation. Of this number, 28.8% have been 
members for less than ten years, while 34.176 have been mem- 
bers for 30 years or more. 


In reporting on the number of children living at home, 
43.3% of the families have two children and this is followed 
by 30% of the families with one child. No family has more 
than four children. 


101 persons 25 years of age and older report on their 
education. Of this number, 33.7% have completed high school, 
8.9% have had from one to three years of college, and 3% have 
had a full college education. . 


Persons in Episcopal families who belong to other churches 
are either Roman Catholics or Methodists, with 87.5% belonging 
to the former denomination. Of those reporting a former af- 
filiation, 50% were Roman Catholics and the remainder were 
Methodists. 


Of the total reporting on ethnic background, 82% are Anglo- 
Saxons, 16% Northern Europeans, and 2% Southern Europeans. 


The census on distance and time families live away from 
the church indicates clearly that this is a neighborhood con- 
gregation. Of 77 families, 81.8% live within a mile of the 
church and only 11.7% live four or more miles away. It is 
significant, however, that only 41.1% of the total can get to 
church in less than 10 minutes, and 13.7% take 30 or more 
minutes in getting to the church. 


Of 67 families reporting on their type of dewlling, 86.6% 
live in single-family dwellings, and 77.1% own their own homes. 
Of those reporting on the age of their residences, nearly two- 
thirds live in houses built prior to 1920, and less than 10% 
live in homes built since 1950. 
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DISCUSSION AND RECOMMENDATIONS 


ST. JOHN'S FREE CHURCH, Philadelphia, Pennsylvania 


At the time of the visitation, St. John's 
Church had a new rector. Many of the plans 
for the church had not been clearly formulated, 
but there was evidence of renewed life and 
activity in the church. It is hoped that this 
Study can be the basis for program planning. 


It is evident, as one looks at the build- 
ings and grounds of St. John's Church, that an 
operation of this size needs constant attention. 
And yet, the baptized membership of the church 
is far too small to make full use of the extensive 
facilities. It is therefore recommended that a 
Buildings and Grounds Committee consisting of 
one or two members of the vestry, a representative 
from each of the parish organizations, and one or 
two members from the church-at-large be appointed. 
It is hoped that a person can be found who is 
Skilled in architecture of the construction business, 
for his advice and counsel would be very helpful 
to this committee. It should be the duty of this 
committee to examine the physical needs of the 
church buildings, to outline a set of priorities for 
repairs and renovation, and to report to the vestry 
on a quarterly basis as to these needs. Included 
in the report should be an estimate of the cost of 
such renovations, and some indications of the means 
of financing the repairs. 


The Church Self-Study Form indicated a need for 
a stewardship education program and an adult educational 
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program. The stewardship education program is 
definitely needed as one examines the low commitment 
per communicant at the present time. The average of 
$28.60 per communicant received from pledges is well 
below the diocesan and the national averages. If 

it were possible for St. John's to equal the national 
average of pledged giving per communicant, the amount 
they would have in hand would just about equal the 
total now received from all sources. Therefore, it is 
suggested that the church seek the aid of the ap- 
propriate Department of the Diocese for aid in planning 
a stewardship education program. Such a program 
should include an Every Member Canvass conducted on 

a personal solicitation basis. Furthermore, the 
stewardship education program should not be a once- 
a-year affair, but should have continuing emphasis 

the year-round. 


The need of the Episcopal Church for adult 
Christian education is becoming obvious throughout 
the country. St. John's Church shares in this need. 
It is felt that the church should appoint a 
Christian Education Committee whose task it would 
be to plan, with the rector, an adult education 
program. In planning, the committee should take 
into consideration the day-to-day problems of the 
church's membership, and offer a program that has 
relevancy to life in this present day. The failure 
of many education programs in the Church is that they 
are not geared to the real needs of real people. 
While it is true that Bible and Church History may 
contain some help for people in dealing with their 
everyday problems, the place to start is everyday ~ 
life and move to these excellent resources as their 
relevance becomes apparent. 


It is suggested that whatever Christian educa- 
tion program is undertaken, the attempt to be made 


Ma 


to reach the entire parish. It is true that every 
organization in the church should carry on a Christian 
education program, but in so many cases this would 
leave out a large percentage of the church's member- 
ship. Since continuing programs are difficult to 
maintain, it is advised that programs be presented 

in units, each lasting from six to ten weeks. Perhaps 
the success of many Lenten programs is due to the 
fact that they are exactly six weeks in length, and 
that persons joining in such a program know that 
there will be a definite beginning and a definite 
conclusion. 


It was noted in the Church Self-Study Form that 
the 9:15 a.m. Family Service did not meet with very 
much success. It is suggested that the parish consider 
combining the 9:15 a.m. service and the 11:00 a.m. 
service into one service to be held at 10:00 a.m. and 
then, after a trial, determine the comparative success 
of the new arrangement. This would give an opportunity 
for a better adult education program, since it would 
assemble a greater proportion of the adults at one 
time. The church does not lack for space, and follow- 
ing the morning worship service, it should be possible 
for all persons to take part in one or more of the 
phases of the Christian education program offered by 
the parish. 


There are some indications that the area in which 
St. John's Free Church is located is plagued by the 
poor spacing of Episcopal churches. While it is not 
recommended at the present time that mergers between 
one or more of the Episcopal churches in the area 
take place, the lines of communication between the 
churches should always be open so that there might 
be better planning in the future. 
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Finally, it is recommended that the church 
examine the possibility of undertaking one of 
the area summer projects sponsored by the National 
Church. This project would bring summer workers 
into the parish who could run a summer Vacation 
Bible School program, and make a canvass of the 
neighborhood, seeking the unchurched, the lapsed 
and the unknown Episcopalians in the area.
